WEEKLY REPORT. 



Condition of Kentucky Crops Up 
to Monday Evening. 



The week showed a continuance of the 
remarkable weather conditions which 
have prevailed in the elate during the 
past month or more. The amount of sun- 
shine received was excessive, the greater 
portion of the week being absolutely 
cloudless. No rain is reported up to 
Monday morning, when the majority of 
reports was mailed, but it is quite proba- 
ble that local showers fell in the after 
noon and evening in all except the Ex- 
treme Eastern sections. So far as can be 
ascertained from available records, 
heat of the past week was unprecedented 
for the season. Maximum temperatui 
above 90 degrees were general during t 
past four days, several sections reporting 
extremes as high as 96 degrees, and one, 
Williamsburg, 90 degrees. The general 
outlook for crops is not nearly so encour 
aging as at the date of the last report 
and much complaint is made tbis week 
even from the sections which bad hitherto 

In many localities the lack of rain is re- 
sulting seriously, and unless copious 
showers fall very soon the almost total 
failure of crops is threatened. None but 
local showers covering limited areas have 
fallen during the past six weeks, and 
some correspondents state that no rain of 
consequence has occurred in their dis- 
tricts since March. 

WB8TKHX KENTUCKY. 

The general tone of correspondents 
reports from this section of the state con 
linues to show a better condition of crops 
than that which prevails in other sections. 
The effects of the drouth are beginning 




practically completed though some fields 
in the lowlands are as yet unplanted. 
Most of the crop is up and much of it 
has been worked. The stand is generally 
good and the fields are unus-ually free of 
grass and weeds. Wheat is heading rap- 
idly, and though some correspondents 
that it is low, and thin in places, yet 
the genera! character of reports would 
indicate that its condition is fair at the 
least. Tobacco plants arc ready to Sal 
and farmers are waiting for rain in order 
art the work. As a rule, the plants 
are abuadant and of good size. Oats are 



ows and pastures are xlmrt and suffering 



for rain. Garden stuff is in a generally 
fair condition. Fruit prospects are still 
good. Much complaint is made of tho 
presence of cutworms, cinch bugs and 
potato beetles, but as yet it does not 
appear tbat serious- harm has resulted 
from them. 

CENTRAL KENTUCKY. 

Reports from this section of the state 
are even more discouraging in tone than 
those of last week, particularly those 
from the Central and Eastern counties. 
The hot, dry weather has parched and 
baked the soil so that it cannot be worked. 
Corn is coming up poorly, and its growth 
stunted by lack of rain. Some fields are 
as yet unplanted, the condition of the 
soil not permitting the work. The con- 
dition of wheat is generally reported to 
be poor, and it has made no progress dur- 
ing the week. Some is heading very low, 
and unless rain falls very soon the pros- 
pect for the crop will be very unpromis- 
ing Oats do not look well as a rule, and 
pastures and meadpws are very short. 
Hemp is reported to be suffering very se 
riously from the drouth. Tobacco is 
ready to set, but farmers are waiting for 
a good season for the work. Some 
scarcity of plants is complained of. Gar- 
den crops have suffered seriously, and 
many correspondents report damage to 
strawberries, which promise a short crop. 
Fruits still look well. Comparatively 
little complaint is made of injury from 
cutworms and insects. 



Reports from this section are somewhat 
ceaflicting in character, but, generally 
speaking, crops have made little or no 
progress during the week. The condi- 
tion of wheat is reported to be from poor 
to fair. Some of it is heading very low. 
Meadows and pastures sre suffering se- 
verely from the drouth, and food ferstock 
is becoming short. Cora has aot all beaa 
planted awing to the dryness or the soil. 
Some of the earlier planted portion of 
crop is above ground, but as a rule, does 
not look well. All garden crops are com- 
ing up badly, and much complaint is 
msde of injury to potatoes from bugs. 
The prospect for fruits is generally re- 
ported to be good, especially for peaches. 
All vegetation is sufering for rain. The 
correspondent in Fleming county states 
that practically no rain has fallen in that 
locality since March. Tobacco plants 
are small and scarce. Complaint of dam- 
age from cutworms is made from many 
localities. ^
